But as there was a Garifon of 20,000 Men 
jn the City, commanded not only by the Bafhaw Houf- 
fein, but by the Bafhaw of Aleppo, whoa little before 
the Siege had thrown himfelf into it with a large 
Body, the People were encouraged to do their Dury fo 
well, that the Breaches were conftantly repaired before 
they became practicable, The Shah, tired out with their 


Vigilance and Obftinacy, refolved, at laft, to turn the: 


Current of the Tygris, and then to attempt the’ Place 
by Scalade, the Befieged having no other Defence then 
afimple Wall. Having accordingly drained the River, 
he advanced with 1700 Ladders to-the Affiult ; in which 
his numerous Army, tho’ encouraged by his Prefence 
and Evample, was repulfed, with the Lofs of between 
Opes Men. ‘He would, however, have led them 

ck to the Charge, if the Troops, difgufted at the 
Hardfhips of the Sege, and abfo'urely diftouraged by the 
hf Repulfe, had not repaffed the River in {pite of him. 
A Retseat madeavithout Orders, could not fail of af- 
fording the Garifon a tair Opportunity of attacking the 
Rear of the Enemy 5 which they did with fuch Fury, 


- sto put Numbers to the Sword. The Letters, how- 


ever, carry Matters fo fer, as to affert the Garifoncame 
up with the whole Perfian Army, and deftroyed it en- 
nrely, not fo much as the Sbah himéfelf efcaping ; but 
this appears {6 very wonderful, and the Accouuts we 
have by the Wey Of Petersburgh differs fo much from 
this Conftantinopolitan Relation, that we do not think 
it neceffary to enter into further Particulars, till we have 
a faisfaétory Confirmation of the Whole, which, fup- 
poling it to be true, we cannot be long without. 

Rome, Decem. 28. The two Armves ftill occupy their 
Pofts in the Ecclefiaftical Territories ;.nor is there any 
great Appearance of their entring into Wimter Quarters. 
The Auftrians, on the contrary, have of late began to 
at offentively ; which have’ obliged the Spaniards to 
frengthen their Fortifications, and be continually upon 
their Guard. The Duke de Modena has refigned the 
Command of the Army to the Count de Gages, or ri- 
ther parted with the Title of General, which-was all he 
ever had the Opinion of the Count de Gages prevailing 
mevery Council of War. There has been-o Fire at Pe- 
fro, which reduced .the fine Palace :of the Marquis de 
Paoli to Athes. The, great Con/table Colonna having re- 
prefcated to the Pope, that the Privileges gremied to his 
Houf- by the Hoy Sce, exenrpted him trom the Pay- 
ment of all Taxes whatfoever ; his Holinefs dircCted a
